SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  district  is  mainly  industrial,  the  chief  occupations  of  the 
inhabitants  being  coal  mining  and  agriculture. 

There  is  practically  no  unemployment,  and  the  standard  of  living 
has  definately  improved  during  the  last  few  years. 

Scabies. 

Not  one  case  had  to  be  treated  at  the  Poolsbrook  Disinfection 
Centre. 

Verminous  Heads. 

No  treatments  were  carried  out  at  the  Centre.  Most  mothers  are 
anxious  to  co-operate  and  only  the  worst  cases  are  sent  to  Poolsbrook. 

Nutrition. 

In  the  North  Midland  Region  the  number  of  toddlers  taking  Cod 
Liver  Oil  declined  from  28.1%  to  27 .3%  in  1952.  The  sale  of  Orange 
Juice  increased  slightly  from  27.7%  to  28.7%  but  even  so  these  figures 
are  disappointing.  For  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  the  numbers 
are  only  32.7%  and  31.3%  respectively.

Pregnancy,  childbirth  and  abortion 
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The  improvement  in  the  nutrition  of  expectant  mothers  undoubt- 
edly lowers  the  incidence  of  still  births,  and  it  is  highest  in  the  first 
child. 

Five  per  cent  of  all  births  are  premature.  It  is  found  that  these 
births  are  much  more  frequent  if  the  mother  works  during  the  last 
five  months  of  pregnancy,  this  is  especially  so  with  older  women. 

In  a survey  of  20,000  infants  at  Toronto  in  Canada  it  was  found 
that  37.4%  of  the  breast  fed  had  an  illness  during  the  first  nine  months 
of  life,  while  63.6%  of  artificially  fed  had  been  ill  during  the  same 
period.  There  is  no  doubt  that  breast  milk  is  the  ideal  diet  for  babies.

Road  Accidents 

According  to  the  Ministry  of  Transport’s  analysis  taken  in  1952, 
14  people  were  killed  on  the  roads  every  day  and  580  injured.  The 
most  common  causes  attributed  were  : — 

1.  Misjudgement  of  speed 

2.  Turning  right  without  due  care 

3.  Inattention 

4.  Excessive  speed 

The  most  surprising  conclusion  in  the  analysis  is  the  relatively 
small  part  played  by  the  familiar  villains — drink  and  bad  roads. 

In  the  year  covered  by  this  analysis  there  were  178,409  accidents  ; 
of  these  16,000  were  due  to  bad  weather,  bad  roads  and  animals  loose 
on  the  roads,  16.000  due  to  skidding  or  illness  and  1 ,000  due  to  mechan- 
ical failures.

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES  IN  THE  AREA 

When  the  National  Health  Act  came  into  force  the  ambulance 
service  was  taken  over  by  the  County  Council.  Chesterfield  is  now 
the  central  depot  (Tel.  No.  4141).

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER 

During  the  year  the  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  in 
quantity  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  needs  of  the  district  have  increased 
owing  to  the  building  of  new  houses  and  the  conversion  of  pail  closets 
into  water  closets.  The  merger  with  Bolsover  has  worked  smoothly. 
Fortunately  this  year  was  a normal  one  as  far  as  rainfall  was  concerned  : 
there  were  no  long  dry  periods. 

The  water  is  not  plumbo  solvent  and  is  chlorinated  at  the 
Hodthorpe  Pumping  station  which  is  at  the  entrance  of  the  Clowne 
area.  It  has  about  23  degrees  of  hardness. 

Regular  samples  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis  were 
collected  at  the  following  points. 

Sparken  Hill  Reservoir.  These  results  show  the  condition  of 
the  raw  water  before  chlorination  and  distribution.  Coliform  organisms 
were  present  in  small  numbers  on  two  occasions. 

Hodthorpe  P.S.  Results  indicate  the  effect  of  chlorination 
before  distribution.  A regular  dose  of  chlorine  is  applied.  During  the 
year  the  dose  was  increased  from  0.2  to  0.4  p.p.m.  Coliform  bacteria 
were  absent  from  100  ml.  in  all  samples  tested. 

Barlborough  Reservoirs.  30  samples  were  examined  from 
these  Service  Reservoirs.  On  one  occasion  non-faecal  Coliform  organisms 
(Bact.  aerogenes  type  1 ) were  present. 

Barlborough  Tank.  21  samples  were  examined.  During  September 
the  tank  became  contaminated  with  faecal  organisms  (Bact.  Coli  type  1), 
following  the  installation  of  a small  booster  pump.  The  tank  was 
immediately  isolated  and  chlorinated,  together  with  the  pump  and 
connections.  Samples  taken  during  this  period  are  included  in  the 
summary  of  results. 

District  lap  Samples.  Monthly  tap  samples  taken  in  Clowne 
and  Creswell  have  all  given  satisfactory  bacteriological  results.

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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  AND  SEWERAGE  WORKS 

An  account  of  the  sewage  disposal  and  sewerage  works  will  be 
found  in  the  report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector.  Approval  has 
now  been  obtained  from  the  Ministry  for  the  proposed  sewage  scheme 
at  Creswell  and  for  the  scheme  for  West  Lea,  Cockhouse  and  John  St. 
area  of  Clowne  parish  at  Low  Road,  Clowne.  Both  these  schemes 
are  urgently  needed.  When  the  one  serving  West  Lea  is  finished  it 
will  be  possible  to  provide  water  closets  for  70  houses  there  and  abolish 
the  existing  dilapidated  privy  middens  which  have  been  a serious 
nuisance  for  many  years.  In  addition  to  these  70  houses  32  other  houses 
at  present  on  pail  closets,  will  be  connected  to  the  new  works  at  Clowne.

Southgate  Camp  and  Bevin  Hostel 

The  squatters  camps — the  Bevin  Huts  at  Creswell  and  Southgate 
Camp  in  Clowne — are  becoming  very  dilapidated.  Some  of  the  huts 
are  extremely  damp  and  unfit  to  live  in.  During  1951  the  Council 
resolved  that  these  dwellings  should  be  demolished  as  they  became 
vacant  and  at  the  end  of  this  year  only  five  were  occupied  at  Southgate 
Camp  and  57  on  the  Bevin  Estate.  In  all  27  huts  were  demolished 
at  the  Bevin  Estate  and  22  at  Southgate  Camp.

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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

Diphtheria. 

No  notifications  of  this  disease  were  received. 

Every  effort  is  made  for  children  to  be  immunised.  School  children 
are  having  injections  by  the  County  School  doctors,  and  infants  by 
either  their  own  doctor  or  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics.  In  all,  158 
children  were  immunised,  49  school  children  and  109  infants.  In  addi- 
tion a large  number  of  booster  doses  were  given  to  school  children. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

19  cases  were  notified,  the  majority  being  school  children.  The 
disease  was  of  a mild  type.  16  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Poliomyelitis. 

Two  cases  were  reported  both  from  the  parish  of  Whitwell.  One 
was  a paralytic  type,  reported  in  January  and  the  girl  aged  22  years 
died  within  a few  days.  The  second  case  was  non-paralytic,  a woman 
of  37  years.  In  neither  case  was  the  source  discovered. 

Spinal  Fever. 

One  notification  was  received.  The  child,  a boy  of  1 year,  was 
admitted  into  hospital. 

Food  Poisoning. 

On  hebruary  23rd.  I was  notified  of  three  cases  of  food  poisoning, 
an  old  man  and  his  wife  living  at  Creswell  and  a woman  living  at  Whit- 
well. Upon  investigation  it  was  found  that  all  three  persons  had  bought 
potted  meat  from  a pork  butchers  shop  in  Creswell.  A sample  of  the 
potted  meat  was  obtained  and  sent  for  analysis.  When  the  staff  at  the 
shop  were  examined  one  of  the  male  employers  who  had  made  up  the 
potted  meat  had  a septic  sore  on  his  finger.  The  analysis  of  the  potted 
meat  showed  the  presence  of  staphlococcus  aureus.  The  man  was 

stopped  tor  a while  from  making  potted  meat  and  no  further  cases 
occurred.

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HOUSING 


General. 

During  the  year  132  houses  were  completed  and  let  by  the  Council 
and  10  houses  built  by  private  enterprise  for  owner  occupation. 

At  the  end  of  December  166  dwellings  were  in  course  of  con- 
struction and  tenders  for  the  erection  of  a further  34  houses  were  let 
and  layouts  for  a further  136  houses  were  in  course  of  preparation. 

The  number  of  dwellings  occupied  at  Southgate  Hutted  Camp 
was  5 in  December.  The  number  of  dwellings  occupied  on  the  Bevin 
Estate  was  57  in  December  and  27  dwellings  and  4 ablutions  were 
demolished  during  the  year. 

The  Council  resolved  that  dwellings  on  the  Southgate  and  Bevin 
Hutted  sites  should  be  demolished  as  they  became  vacant. 

The  number  of  houses  built  in  Clowne  from  1944  to  May  1952 
was  34  per  1,000  of  population.  The  total  average  per  1,000  of  popula- 
tion for  Rural  Districts  in  the  County  was  21  and  the  total  average 
per  1,000  of  population  for  all  the  County  District  Councils  in  Derby- 
shire was  23. 

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  your  Council  leads  the 
Rural  District  Councils  in  the  County  in  the  number  of  houses  erected 
per  1 ,000  population. 

Council  Houses. 

In  December  the  Council  had  under  its  control  1,368  permanent 
houses  and  62  temporary  dwellings. 

Consequent  upon  my  condition  survey  of  October,  1951,  68 
houses  and  bungalows  were  completely  overhauled  externally  and 
202  were  painted  by  the  Council.

4,701  repairs  were  carried  out  to  Council  houses  during  the  year 
consequent  upon  complaints. 


Privately  Owned  Houses. 

The  summary  and  analysis  of  work  done  to  privately  owned  houses 
is  reported  in  the  appendix.  This  indicates  that  despite  the  difficulty 
in  obtaining  the  necessary  labour  and  materials  and  the  adverse  econo- 
mic conditions  which  were  prevailing  the  private  owner  generally 
is  keeping  his  property  in  a reasonable  state  of  repair.  Evidence  exists 
that  professional  and  technical  bodies  were  advocating  an  increase 
in  the  rent  of  privately  owned  houses  to  cover  the  increased  cost  of 
repairs. 

No  legal  proceedings  have  been  taken  in  respect  of  statutory 
notices  served  during  the  year.

WATER  SUPPLIES 
Council  Water  Supply. 

The  purity  of  the  water  supplies  in  the  Clowne  Rural  District 
continues  to  give  every  satisfaction. 

New  mains  and  incidental  works  have  been  completed  to  service 
143  new  houses  on  the  housing  sites  in  each  of  the  parishes. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 
Parish  of  Clowne 
Hollin  Hill  Sewage  Works. 

\\  ith  the  completion  and  occupation  of  more  houses  in  the  south- 
east drainage  area  ot  the  Parish  of  Clowne,  the  Hollin  Hill  Sewage 
Disposal  Plant  is  reaching  its  full  working  capacity.  Whilst  samples 
ol  the  effluent  have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory,  the  filter  beds  in 
storm  time  are  continually  being  dosed  and  the  storm  water  tanks 
aie  discharging  diluted  crude  sewage  into  the  stream  more  frequently 
than  the  plant  was  originally  designed  for. 
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South-West  Drainage. 

The  south-west  drainage  area  of  the  parish,  which  is  served  by 
the  West  Lea,  John  Street  and  Cockhouse  sewage  disposal  plants, 
will  shortly  be  served  by  an  up-to-date  works  combining  the  three 
sub-drainage  areas  in  one  plant  at  Low  Road,  Clowne. 

Parish  of  Creswell 

The  whole  of  the  Parish  of  Creswell  sewage  discharges  at  the 
Hennymoor  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

The  scheme  for  the  installation  of  the  new  disposal  plant  was 
well  in  hand  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  a starting  date  was  anticipated 
early  in  the  new  year. 

Pending  the  construction  of  the  new  works,  attempts  have  success- 
fully been  made  to  reduce  the  suspended  matter  in  the  final  effluent 
from  these  works  by  the  installation  of  a petrol  driven  diaphragm  pump. 

Parish  of  Whitwell 
Whitwell  Sewage  Works. 

These  modernised  works  continue  to  give  satisfactory  results. 

Hodthorpe  Sewage  Works. 

The  Hodthorpe  Sewage  Works  are  showing  signs  of  overloading. 

This  plant  must  be  modified  at  some  near  future  date  as  the  present 
effluent  is  not  satisfactory. 

Whitwell  Common  Disposal  Plant. 

This  small  disposal  plant  treats  the  drainage  from  sink  wastes 
only  and  is  working  satisfactorily. 

Repairs  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Parish  of  Barlborough 
Barlborough  Sewage  Works. 

The  greater  part  of  the  populated  area  of  Barlborough  is  drained 
to  the  disposal  plant  on  the  south-east  side  of  Chesterfield  Road. 

This  plant  was  in  a poor  state  of  repair  and  serious  consideration 
was  given  for  its  modernisation  and  repair. 

A short  term  scheme  was  approved  by  your  Council  whereby  the 
filter  bed  was  repaired  and  increased  in  depth.  All  the  old  filter  media 
was  removed  and  replaced  with  approximately  220  tons  of  honey- 
comb slag  media.  The  distribution  arms  were  repaired  and  repainted 
and  subsequent  effluent  reports  proved  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  Royal  Commission  on  Sewage  Disposal. 
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Barbers  Row  Disposal  Plant. 

This  plant  deals  with  the  sink  wastes  from  Barbers  Row  and  2 
water  elosets  from  a nearby  licensed  premises. 

Wood  Lane  Disposal  Plant. 

This  plant  deals  with  the  sink  wastes  and  one  water  closet  from 
the  properties  in  Wood  Lane. 

It  was  necessary  to  carry  out  temporary  repairs  to  this  plant 
following  serious  mining  subsidence. 

GENERAL 

Flooding  in  Elmton  Road  Creswell  and  Station  Road  Whitwell 
continues  to  give  anxiety. 

In  Creswell,  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  was  anticipated  early 
in  the  new  year  to  carry  out  extensive  modifications  to  the  existing 
sewerage  system  in  conjunction  with  the  proposed  sewage  works. 

In  Whitwell,  it  is  proposed  to  deal  with  the  flooding  and  the 
servicing  of  the  Station  Road  Housing  Site  as  one  scheme. 

The  sewering  of  the  Council’s  new  housing  estates  progresses 
with  their  general  development. 

CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 

Cleansing. 

The  cleansing  of  the  District  comprises  the  emptying  of  dustbins, 
the  removal  emptying  and  disposal  of  the  contents  of  pail  closets, 
the  removal  of  the  contents  of  privy  middens  with  the  cleansing  and 
disinfecting  of  the  compartments  and  the  emptying  of  cesspools. 

These  services  make  the  most  important  contribution  to  the 
general  health  of  the  community,  and  they  have  not  been  carried  out 
without  difficulty.  The  mining,  building  and  agricultural  industries 
in  the  district  are  unfortunately  more  attractive  to  labour  than  the 
cleansing  work  of  the  Council  which  consists  of  the  unpleasant  but 
very  necessary  tasks  mentioned  above.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936 

General. 

During  the  year  121  complaints  were  received  and  2,603  inspections 
made  investigating  and  abating  nuisances.  223  informal  notices  were 
sent  during  the  year  and  127  statutory  notices. 

Conversion  of  Pail  Closets  and  Privy  Middens. 

The  conversion  of  the  readily  convertible  closets  in  the  district 
has  continued. 

Many  closet  conversions  are  needed  in  Clowne  but  this  work 
cannot  be  carried  out  until  a more  satisfactory  method  of  sewage 
disposal  has  been  installed.

Caravans. 

The  number  of  caravans  in  the  District  used  as  permanent  resi- 
dences increased  from  five  to  nine  during  the  year.

RODENT  CONTROL 

Whilst  the  incidence  of  rat  infestation  is  not  known  to  be  high  in 
the  district,  infestations  have  been  found  from  time  to  time  whilst 
investigating  complaints.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  local  authority  to  take 
necessary  steps  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  infestation  in  its  district.

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MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 
Meat  Inspection. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  pigs  killed  at  the  Bacon  Factory 
was  17,035,  representing  an  increase  of  6,412  or  60%,  compared  with 
1951.  The  time  spent  on  this  important  branch  of  my  Department’s 
work  increased  accordingly.  Full  inspection  of  carcases  and  organs 
was  maintained.  268  visits  were  made  to  the  Factory  and  9 tons  18  cwts 
58  lb.  meat  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.

11  contraventions  were  found.  The  co-operation  of  the  shop  keepers 
concerned  enabled  defects  to  be  remedied  without  recourse  to  statutory 
procedure. 

Storage  of  Petroleum. 

25  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of  22,700  gallons  of  petrol. 
Two  new  tanks  were  installed  and  tested  during  the  year. 

CRESWELL  SWIMMING  BATHS 

Before  the  season  opened  a Rotary  Blower  was  installed  at  the 
Creswell  Swimming  Baths  to  facilitate  the  cleansing  of  the  filter  media 
and  the  filter.  The  internal  walls  were  repaired  and  repainted  and  the 
whole  of  the  electric  wiring  system  was  overhauled  and  repaired. 

On  1st  April  the  Baths  were  open  to  the  Public.  During  the  season 
monthly  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  pool  and  were  found  to 
be  consistently  satisfactory. 

The  Baths  proved  to  be  a most  successful  and  popular  attraction 
in  the  District.
